In the 
Church we think of Lent as a good way to get 
ready for Easter, when we celebrate Jesus’ resur- 
rection from the dead and the great joy this brings.

we had been encouraged by earlier statements from 
the Govemmment on its stance on tobacco. However, 
we are disappointed that the Government has now 
submitted to the sporting and tobacco lobby on the 
issue of tobacco sponsorship and Formula One rac- 
ing. The adverse effect this will have is on the 
European Union's bid to ban advertising and spon- 
sorship in Europe, which is now in grave jeopardy. 

Smoking is the largest cause of preventable death 
and illness in the UK and 599 Cambridge and 
Huntingdon residents die unnecessarily each year 
from tobacco related disease. Furthermore, prelimi- 
nary results from the 1996 Household Survey show 
that smoking is on the increase, particularly among 
women. As a Health Authority we have a responsi- 
bility to promote public health. 

Cigarette advertising seems to increase children's 
awareness of smoking and encourages them to take 
up the habit. A Government study of world-wide 
advertising bans found that bans were followed by 
significant falls in smoking of four to nine percent. 
If the UK achieved the lower figure, 4000 lives 
would be saved each year. 

We can only conclude the Government is more 
committed to protecting sport and employment 
than to preventing premature death; health is not as 
high on its agenda as these other issues. 

We are concemed that the Government's recent 
action will make it more difficult for the public, 
especially young people, to take seriously any of its 
future statements regarding health. If you agree 
with our views, we ask you to write to Tessa 
Jowell, Minister for Public Health, 79 
Whitehall, London SW1 2NS or your local MP.

So 
far so good, the ditch presents no problem, even 
with water flowing in it - the recent rain being very 
welcome - keeping the ground soft - making it easi- 
er for me to get the worms that live in the top few 
inches. A real treat they are! 

Drink cans, crisp packets and discarded cigarette 
packets litter the footpath, why do humans leave 
them everywhere ? They're no good to eat, I've 
tried. In a drink can recently I saw a vole that had 
got inside to have a look (they being inquisitive lit- 
tle creatures) but couldn't get out again. His

i) help, but I have to find food as well. 
4% Arriving at the pond, I have a few 

more sniffs. All is OK although a dog 

fox has passed this way recently, his 
scent being very strong. But I have no fear of him. 
The pond is a good place for me. There are frogs 
and toads in the Spring. Frogs are easy meat, but 
toads need a little more preparation, having toxic 
glands in their skin, but I can turn them inside out 
... leaving the toxic skin behind and eating the deli- 
cious meat. 

But this is winter so no frogs or toads yet, so I 
continue to forage to see what's about. A little later, 
after having found and eaten five juicy earthworms, 
a few snails and a couple of black slugs, I go on my 
way, which will eventually take me back to my sett. 

After a few more miles, I arrive home. It might 
just be a few holes in the ground, but it's home to 
me. It hasn't been a bad night, I stopped several 
more times to eat on the return journey.
